Both visitors to this continent from European countries and Canadians 
and Americans who have returned home from a visit on the other side of | 
the Atlantic, appear to be quite ready to voice freely their opinions on the | 
causes and trends of international difficulties and even to predict the out- | 
come. Many go even further and venture to assert with confidence the 
approximate time when these quarrels are to culminate in open conflict and 
general conflagration. | 

The opinions which these people convey might at least be informative

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The World of Wheat. 
By UH. G. L.STRANGE

The price of wheat ts governed by 
the supplies available and as well by 
the demand for those supplies. 

It is because we forget ‘tdemand” 
that we are sometimes disappointed 
when price does not rise as we think 
it should. Two years ago, for in- 
stance, we heard of a serious world 
shortage of wheat and coarse grains, 
yet price, to our disappointment, 
did not rise. Why? Simply be- 
cause the demand fell off to the same 
extent as the supplies had become 
decreased, 

Happily, now and then, the reverse 
is the case. We have had a good 
instance recently, 

During the past few weeks it 
became apparent that the crop of 
the Argentine was larger than ex- 
pected, so naturally wheat prices 
began to decline. Suddenly un- 
expected demands for wheat appear- 
ed, so that in spite of the weight of 
the larger supplies, prices actually 
rose. 

As far as can be judged the extra 
demands came from some countries 
which are ‘‘stocking up” with wheat, 
either in preparation for war, or be- 
cause of fear of it. 

It seems, apparently, that large 
supplies of wheat are just as neces- 
sary to conduct a war as are supplies 
of copper, nickel, lead, cotton, rub- 
ber and oil. 

Prices have tended to be raised by 
the following; European countries 
buying wheat heavily; Fear of war 
in Europe continues; Private esti- 
mates Argentina crop lower than 
expected; China starts purchasing 
wheat; Germiny purchases Cana- 
dian wheat under new trade apree- 
ment; Fears that rust epidemic may 
develop in Western Canada should 
rains occur next summer heavy y 
enough to overcome present lack of 
subsoil moisture, 


Prices have tended to be lowered 


by the following: Harvesting of 
Wheat now general in Australia; 


Seeding of Italy’s crop proceeding 
favourably; occur in North 
Africa; India shipping barley heavi- 
Iv; Argentina and Danubian coun- 
tries make heavy shipments of maize 
and rye; Rains benefit newly sown 
Indian crop.
